Slowly the population grew, at 
first from wrecks and afterward in the 
ordinary way, and there are ninety-four 
people on the island, divided inte sixteen 
families. 

The coleny is an abode of complete 
peace and moderate happiness The 
people have no money and no private 
property. There are no doctors, lawyers 
or clergymen on the island, and yet 
health, safety, and piety prevail, and 
such few needs as the soil does not sup- 
ply are met by trafficking with an occa- 
sional whaler. Once a year an English 
mar ship visits the island, distributing a 
few newspapers and letters, and goes 
away again. The only serious calamity 
that ever overlook the islanders was when 
during our Civil War, the Shenandoah 
landed forty Federal prisoners there and 
left them there to be fed or starved, as 
the inhabitants saw fit. This sudilsn de- 
mand on their resources came near de- 
stroying both hosts and guests, but tbey 
managed to struggle through the diffi- 
culty The islanders are good to ship- 
wrecked mariners, and the only charge 
brought against them is that they sell 
extremely tough poultry to Captains 
calling there for freab provisions and try 
to get as much cloth for old geese as for 
young ones. Peter Green, aged eighty 
eight, governs the island, his claim to 
authority apparently being based on the 
fact that nobody is eighty-nine. His only 
duty is to look wise, and he performs it 
conscient iously an d well.

Will the chainless bicycle be the wheel 
4 the future? asks The Sporting Life.and 
then answers its own inquiry by averring 
that for many months the question has 
igaged the attention of the manufactur 
and interested the rider. 
The very fact that half a dozen manu- 
facturers have been for some time exper- 
menting with chainless bicycles would 
seem to augur that the day of that style 
of machine is not far distant. The state 
ment has been made that at least ten of 
the largest bicycle manufacturers in the 
United States will place chainless wheels 
on the market next year, and that one 
company, whose headquarters are in New 
York City, has arranged for the manufac- 
ture of at least 10,000 wheels of this type, 
to be ready for early shipment in 1898. 
The same gentleman is authority for the 
nent that the standard price of chain- 
less wheels will be $100. 

The point in which the new machine 
will differ from the style now in vogue 
will be in the substitution of what is 
known as the bevel gear for the chain 
gear This gear is entirely inclosed in the 
lower framework of the bicycle, being 
operated by a revolving shaft through 
is technically known as the right 
back fork leg. The advantages claimed 
for this device are that there is no lost 
motion in the transmission of power to 
the driving wheel, aud fully one third less 
friction. Consequently the same amount 
of leg power would drive the chainless 
wheel faster than the chain wheel, the 
gears being equal. 

It is confidently believed by advocates 
of the chainless bicycle that when raclug 
wheels fitted with bevel gears are used on 
the track, there will be another wholesale 
smashing of records, such as followed the 
introduction of the pneumatic tire. Rac 
nen will be enabled to use higher 
gears, their momentum will carry them a 
much longer way than at present, once 
they get into their stride.
